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Architect Presents Cost Study 


The Coffee County Commission held 
a special meeting on Thursday, April 2, 
at the courthouse in Enterprise, and a 
large crowd was on hand to listen as 
architect Renis Jones presented a 
detailed report on the costs of several 
renovation and construction plans. 


Jones, president of the architectural 
firm of Pearson, Humphries, Jones and 
Associates, of Montgomery, told the 
commission, ‘‘l will be brief. I have 
compiled a book for all the commis- 
sioners, which will explain in detail the 
figures used in my visual presentation. 
Back on February 9 you asked me to 
give cost estimates on seven proposals 
and that is what I have for you this 
morning.”’ 


Following are the cost estimates of 
the seven proposals: 


1. To completely renovate both 
courthouses (Elba and Enterprise), and 
to add to the Enterprise courthouse a 
jail containing four ceils. Additional 
Space to meet present needs plus 
reasonable growth potential. New 
four-prisoner jail to meet court 
standards. 

At the Elba courthouse, renovation 
of the existing building would cost 
$735,000, additional operating space 
needed would cost $477,750, and 
additional space needed due to space 
loss in bringing existing building up to 
current standards would cost $238,875. 
Total construction cost for the Elba 
courthouse would total $1,451.625. The 
Elba courthouse now contains 14,700 
square feet, while the additions listed 
above total 11,025 square feet, which 
means the buliding would almost 
double in size. 

At the Enterprise courthouse, the 
renovation of the existing building 
would cost $588,750, the additional 
space needed would cost $616,330, the 
additional space needed due to space 


McClain Resigns 


As Engineer 


A surprised Coffee County 
Commission reluctantly accepted the 
resignation of County Engineer Bill 
McClain during Tuesday’s special 
meeting. McClain came to Coffee 
County on September 1, 1980, from 
Covington County, where he had held a 
similar position. 

The commission thanked McClain 
for the job he had done in the county 
and wished him good luck in the future 
endeavors. McClain reported: it had 
been a pleasure to work with the people 
in the county, and stated he would 
continue to serve the people until his 
resignation takes effect on May 1. 

McClain has reportedly accepted the 
position of county engineer in another 
county. 


loss in bringing the existing building up 
to current standards would cost 
$261,885, and the addition of a 
four-prisoner jail would cost $431,370. 
The total construction cost at the 
Enterprise courthouse would be 
$1,898,335, bringing the totai construc- 
tion cost of proposal 1 to $3,349,960. 
Looking back at the Enterprise court- 
house, the additions listed above would 
bring its square feet total to 30,079, 
almost tripling the building’s current 
size. 


2. To renovate the jail in Elba and 
then determine the capacity meeting 
the court-approved standards. 

The architect reported the prisoner 
capacity would be only 8, and listed a 
total construction cost of $499,200. The 
renovation of the existing building 
would cost $208,000, while additional 
new space required would cost 
$291,200. The new space would more 
than double the size of the jail, adding 
2,912 square feet to the 2,600 square- 
foot structure. However, while the jail 
currently houses 40 prisoners, the new 
facility would have a capacity of 8 
prisoners. The decline would meet all 
standards, both state and federal, and 
all prisoners would be housed in the 
second jail. 


3. Construct a new 40-prisoner jail in 
Elba to meet the court standards. 

According to figures presented, a 
new 40-prisoner jail would cost 
$1,999,200. This figure did not include 
cost of site or site development. The 
40-prisoner structure would include 
19,992 square feet. 


4, Renovate the existing jail in Elba 
and add an addition so as to bring the 
total capacity to a 40-prisoner jail 
meeting the court standards, 

The renovation of the existing 
building would cost $208,000, while the 
additional operations space needed 
would cost $1,739,200. Total consiruc- 
tion cost would be $1,947,200, not 
including the cost of the site or site 
development, The addition would be a 
17,392-square-foot building, making the 
complete facility total 19,992 square 
feet. 


5. Construct a 40-prisoner jail in 
Enterprise to meet the court standards. 

A new 40-prisoner jail for Enterprise 
would be a 19,992-square-foot facility 
and would cost $1,999,200. Again, this 
figure did not include site cost or site 
development. 


6. The cost of a new courthouse in 
Enterprise with four ceils. New 
courthouse to house only those 
functions in present courthouse, with a 
reasonable growth potential. New 
four-prisoner jail to meet court 
standards. 

A new 25,000-square-foot court- 
house would cost $1,625,000, while a 
new four-prisoner jail would cost 
$431,700. The total construction cost, 


which would be on a 29,793-square-foot 
structure, would then be $2,056,370. 
The site cost or site development wasn’t 
included. 


7. The cost of construction of a new 
courthouse and 40-prisoner jail on a new 
undetermined site. 

The new courthouse would be a 
35,596-square-foot structure, and would 
cost $2,443,740. A new 40-prisoner jail, 
which would be a 19,992-square-foot 
facility, would cost $1,999,200. The 
total construction cost of the project 
would be $4,442,940. (Again, site cost 
or site development was not included.) 


“We have investigated all the 
options,’’ said Mr, Jones, ‘‘and our 
activities have included measuring the 
three existing buildings, conducting 
structural inspections of the three 
buildings, investigating the jail in Elba 
and making projections of all the needs 
of the officials, The firm of Dean, Dale 
and Dean, of Jackson, Mississippi, an 
expert in jail design, did the study at the 
county jail. I believe this booklet is a 
realistic answer to your question, and 
the cost estimates are based on facts.”’ 


When quizzed about the current site 
selected for a jail in Enterprise (behind 
the courthouse), Jones answered, “‘A 
40-prisoner jail could be placed on the 
site. There is room for both a new jail 
and adequate parking behind the 
Entrprise courthouse. | feel there is 
enough space to adequately house a 
new jail."’ 


A visitor to the meeting asked how 
much land was needed to build a new 
jail and courthouse, and Jones replied, 
**At least 10 acres.”’ 


County Attorney Warren Rowe then 
reminded the commission, ‘‘Under the 
law you are restricted on where you can 
build a jail. It must be built within the 
1903 city limits, and I don’t know if you 
can find 10 acres in that limited area."’ 


One spectator took a verbal shot at 
the commission and drew a heated 
response, but the meeting ended with a 
feeling of unity when a gentleman in the 
audience stated, ‘‘The citizens of Coffee 
County want the most for their money, 
and the citizens will support the 
commission 100 percent if they do 
this." 


Magwood Trial

Coffee County Circuit Court Judge 
Riley Green has set a special term of 
criminal court for June 1 and scheduled 
the trial of Billy Joe Magwood to be held 
at this tinie. Magwood is charged with 
the March 1979 shooting death of 
Coffee County Sheriff Neil Grantham. 


yj Financed By New Sales 


The Coffee County Commission met 
on Tuesday morning, April 7, and voted 
4-2 to pass a motion introduced by 
Commissioner Billy Eagerton to reno- 
vate the farm center building in New 
Brockton and put on a 1|-cent sales tax to 
finance the construction. 

Eagerton's motion was actually the 
fourth motion of the day to be voted on, 
and was the second to be introduced by 
Eagerton, The initial motion was 
offered by Commissioner -Marvin 
Bowden, and in it he proposed building 


{a 40-prisoner jail on a site in the 


northern part of Enterprise, and the 


| Passing of a I-cent sales tax to finance 
’ the construction. Commissioner 


Eugene Bradley seconded the motion, 
but it was defeated by a vote of 4-2. 
Bowden and Bradley voted in favor of 
the motion, while Martin, Boutwell, 
Grant and Eagerton voted against it. 
Probate Judge James L. Sawyer, the 
chairman of the commission, stated, 
**Let the record show the chairman was 
in favor of the resolution,’’ an effort to 
make it clear to the courts he was in 
favor of meeting a current court order to 
build a jail in Enterprise. 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton was 
next to speak, and said, ‘*After reading 
the law, I believe we can go to New 
Brockton and build a jail, since it is in 
the Enterprise Division of Coffee 
County. I make a motion we convert the 
Farm Center into a jail and pass a 1-cent 
sales tax to finance the project. Also, 
that we ask Judge Arthur Gamble to 
make declaratory judgment on the 
legality of using the tax for this 
purpose.”’ 

After Commissioner Gilmer Grant 
seovided the motion, County Attorney 
Warren Rowe stated, ‘The jail comes 
under a different law than does the 
courthouse. As long as the jail is in the 
Enterprise Division it would meet the 
court order,”’ 


Commissioner Charlie Mack Martin 
spoke up and stated, ‘I have here a 
letter from Attorney General Charles 
Graddick that says we do not have the 
authority to pass a I-cent sales tax for 
this purpose. I would like to vote for the 
site, but not with the financing. I would 
like to comply with the court order- 
however, not this way.’’ 


Commissioner Bradley asked Rowe, 
"Since we (Bradley and Bowden) voted 
to comply with the court order and build 
a jail in Enterprise, does it get us off the 
hook?"’ 

“You voted with the order once,"’ 
answered Rowe, ‘‘but I don’t know. You 
have to remember, the issue here is the 
court order to build a jail. There are 
going to be two courthouses in the 
county until the people vote to change. 
Several attempts have been made to 
have one courthouse, but they have all 
failed. Whether you like it or not - the 
two courthouses are here to stay!"’ 

When a vote was taken on 
Eagerton’s motion, it was deadlocked at 
3-3, with Boutwell, Eagerto.. and Grant 
voting in favor of the motion, and 
Martin, Bowden and Bradley voting 
against it. Judge Sawyer, who as 
chairman breaks all ties, voted ‘‘no’’, 
killing the motion. 


Commissioner Charlie Mack Martin 
was next to speak, and said, ‘‘Let me 
take a shot at it. 1 make a motion that 
we take the farm center in New 
Brockton and renovate it for a jail, 
renovate the courthouse in Elba and 
build a new courthouse in Enterprise. 
Also, that we ask our senator and 
representatives to introduce legislation 
that would give us power to pass a sales 
tax to finance the project, and that the 
tax would come off when the buildings 
are paid for."’ 


Commissioner Rex Boutwell 
seconded the motion, and the vote was 
again deadlocked at 3-3. This time, 
voting in fayor of the motion were 
Boutwell, Martin and Grant, while 
voting no were Eagerton, Bradley and 
Bowden. Judge Sawyer again voted to 
break the tie, and again voted ‘‘no’’ to 
kill the motion. 

‘We're back to square one,” 
declared Attorney Rowe, ‘‘and time is 
running out.’ A commissioner asked 
Sheriff Brice Paul for a recommendation 
and he said, ‘*I wouldn’t touch it with a 
10-foot pole!"’ 


Commissioner Eagerton took the 
floor again, and reported he would like 
to make another motion. ‘‘I make a 
motion we go to New Brockton and 
make the farm center into a 40-prisoner 
jail,’ said Eagerton, ‘‘and this will 
comply with the court order because it 
will provide a jail for the Enterprise 
division. Also in my motion, let it 
include that if it is not feasible to 
renovate the farm center into a jail, that 
we build a new 40-prisoner jail on land 
we alread: own, I move we pay for the 
construction with a 1-cent sales tax, and 
ask Judge Gamble for declaratory 
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Tax 


judgment on the legality of the tax." 

It was later agreed that the new tax 
would not be collected until it clears all 
appeals, which, Rowe stated, ‘‘are sure 
to come." 


When asked by a commissioner if 
the people would vote on the sales tax, 
Rowe stated, ‘‘The people elected 7 
men to represent them. The law gives 
you the authority - you are voting for 


_them!"’ Rowe warned that the new jail 


must meet federal standards, and that if 
New Brockton didn’t have adequate 
sewage, it would be the county's 
responsibility to install it. 


Commissioner Grant seconded the 
motion, and it passed by a vote of 4-2. 
Voting in favor were Eagerton, Grant, 
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: New Brockton Selected As Jail Site 


Boutwell and Bradley, while Martin and 
Bowden both voted no. 


“After the judge rules, | am sure 
there will be appeals,"" said Rowe. “'A 
lot of people don't think the tax can be 
used for this purpose, and I'm sure 
some will question putting the jail in 
New Brockton. The judgment will be 
appealed, either way.” 


In other action at Tuesday's meet- 
ing, the commission: 


***authorized Steve Eagerton to attend 
4 property appraisal course in Selma on 
April 20-21; and 

***apreed to provide additional funds 
for the tax collector to mail out 
delinquent tax notices. The increased 
postal rates prompted the request. 


Elba Council Wants Money 


Back On Street Sweeper 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
night for the first meeting of April, with 
all present except Councilman Cleo 
Hawkins, who reportedly was sick. 

The council formally adopted a 
resolution moving all city court cases to 
district court; opened bids on a riding 
lawnmower; passed a proposal to lease 
out a swimming pool; and heard reports 
from police chief, city engineer and 
sewer survey engineer before paying 
bills of $17,232 for the past month. 


City engineer Jim Williams reported 
to the council that action is being taken 
to return the recently purchased street 
sweeper to the selling firm. He said the 
sweeper doesn't do the expected job 
and doesn’t do the job promised in 
advertising or bid specifications. 


Williams also reported that the 
federally funded CETA program would 
stop on April 17 and after that, the city 
departments would be hurting for labor. 
He said some would have to be retained 
with other funds, others would be 
released and their jobs done by others. 
Williams said services would be cut 
some but hopefully not much. 


Mayor Bob English said, ‘The 
government changed the rules of the 
game in the middle of the stream and 
left this council holding the bag."’ 


Councilman David Stokes suggested 
that the street sweeper money ($30,000) 
could possibly be used to pay help 
rather than buying another machine. He 
said the much-needed machine was 
beginning to look like a luxury now and 
maybe should be postponed for six 
months, 


Councilman Charles Kennett said, 
‘We need to tighten our belts because 
there are only 100 cents in a dollar, and 
when we exceed the budget, we are 
skating on thin ice."’ 


No decision was made on solving the 
problem of the lost workers, but English 
promised a decision would be made in 
the near future. Council members left 
the final decision to English as an 
administrative duty. 


Councilman John W. Sharpless 
asked for an update on administering 
the new dog leash law. He was told that 
parts of three trucks had been used to 
make a dog catcher truck, and things 
were moving forward. English said he 
had the most calls on April 1, and the 
calls were from citizens who were 
surprised the law was actually being 
enforced. 


Police Chief Ray Norris reported 
that the most problems had come from 
people who had chained their dog only 
to have it attacked by dogs still roaming 
loose. He said it wou'd take time, but 
these problems would be solved. Norris 
said the dog catcher had picked up 63 
dogs from April 1 until April 6. 


Bids on purchasing a new lawn- 
mower were opened. Specifications 
called for a riding lawnmower with at 
least a 12 hp motor. Elba Tractor 
Company bid on this at $2184.12, and 
was low bidder. Town and Country Tire 
and Saw bid $2775 on a 16 hp mower, 
The council voted to allow the mayor 
and recreation director look at the 
mowers and buy the one that would do 
the necessary job. 


The council officially adopted a 
resolution to abolish municipal court 
and place all city cases in district court. 
The motion was made by Councilman 
Sonny Inman and was unanimous 
except for Stokes who abstained due to 
family connections with the municipal 


court, 


G. Reynolds Watkins representative 
Howard Baker reported to the council 
on the ''201 sewer survey"’ and told of 
some problems in the area near the 
sewer lagoon. Water is getting into the 
system from rain runoff, etc., and this is 
causing a strain on the lagoons. It will 
be necessary to build additional lagoon 
capacity or stop the inflow, said Baker. 
He gave cost figures on _ several 
alternates. His recommended alternate 
would cost about $570,000, but would 
be the cheapest in the long run, 
according to. Baker. Itis also possible to 
get a federal grant for 75 percent of this 
cost when federal funds are available. 


The council heard Recreation 
Director Dennis Smith report on the 
proposed leasing of the river swimming 
pool to Roland Powell. He said the 
proposal would cost the city less than 
the hiring of life guards and maintain- 
ing the pool. The council approved the 
leasing of the pool to Powell if fees 
would stay the same as in past years at 
50 cents for children and 75 cents for 
those out of high school. Powell had 
originally asked to increase to 75 cents 
and $1.00. 


Councilman Stokes had been asked 
to study the trash pickup system and 
recommend any changes. He told the 
council he recommended it stay the way 
itis. Any changing would ‘‘open a can 
of worms" he said. Stokes pointed out 
that the present system allows for 
charging on excessive trash pickups. 


The council approved monthly bills 
totaling $17,232 and included between 
$7,000 and $8,000 for the new dog 
pound; $5,000 for gasoline; and $1,100 
of materials for sewer extension to Cliff 
Allen’s house.

(Mack) McKinney died Sunday morning 
in a Dothan hospital. Funeral services 
were held at the First United Methodist 
Church of Enterprise on Tuesday. 

McKinney’ had served as tax asses- 
sor for more than three years. He was 
also the former operator of the Kawls 
Hotel in Enterprise. 

Revenue Commissioner . Ronnie 
Burns has assumed the duties of the tax 
assessor's office.
